The cabin was unoc- 
cupled and the sherif searched it 
and then went in search of Woill, 
Whtie walking toward a flock of 
sheep in search of the herder, Sum- 
mers was shot dead by an unseen

Summers had 
lived at Virginia City 16 years and 
leaves a widow and three small 
children.

AN AUCTION OF GIRLS. 


Chinese Demsels Sold Publicly in Sen 
Francisco. The Girls were Sold to 


Pay the Travelling Expenses of their 
Owner. 


Five Chinese girls were sold at 
public auction in Chinatown, in San 
Francisco, Jast Saturday, as publicly 
as if they were in Canton, where 
such human siavery is a recognized 
institution. Those girls were the pro- 
perty of Gong Gow, un old Chinese. 
who has kept for years one of the 
most disreputable dens in China- 
town. He wanted to go back to 
China, so he advertised to sell the 
furniture and chattels of his estab- 
lishment at auction. 

According to the Chinese custom. 
the creditors of Gong appeared and 
posted bills on the aoor of bis place, 
Specifying their claims. Every China- 
™man who bid at auction agreed to pay 
all claims against the particular girl 
he fancied. When the sale began 
there was a large crowd. 
stood stolidly by, as if they were ac- 
customed to such proceedings, having 
been sold in GCanton before they were 
broucht here brought fancy | 
prices, as the restriction ac; is so rig- 
idly enforced now that it is difficult 
to get pretty Chinese girls into the 
country They sold from $1,700 to 
$2,500 each, and they were at once re-
